Thigodore Sanders of 171 Chane 
Street Tells of Murder of 
Negra at Sea 


BROUGHT FROM HAMBURG 
10 TESTIFY I PROSECUTION 


Theodore Sanders Is the Son of John 
I. Sanders, of the Firm of San- 
ders & Warner—He Left 
Atlanta Last 
April. 


Shanghaied at Norfolk, Va., on the 
Spanish tramp steamer Diana and set 
adrift with his fellow sailors in Ham- 
burg, Theodore Sanders, of 171 Chapel 
street, this city, has been returned to 
the United States by the department of. 
justice to testify against Frank Moree, 
charged with the crime. 

TheoGore Sanders, who will be the prin- 
cipal witness for the government in the 
prosecution of Moree, is 2! years of age 
and the son of John I. Sanders, of the 
firm of Sanders & Warmer, contractors 
of Atlanta. Theodore Sanders, before his 
disappearance from his home, was en- 
gaged in business with his father and was 
& favorite with the young men with 
whom he associated. 

In April of this year he suddenly dis- 
appeared from his home, leaving without 
notifying his family of his destination. 

John I. Sauders Notified. 
At a late hour last night John I. Ban- 


-ders stated to a representative of The 


Constitution that he had recetved only 
one letter from. Theodore, dated Ham- 
burg, in which the young man informed 
his parents that he would leave Hamburg 


rat once, but failed to state where he was 


going. . 
“Mr, -Bar@ers had heard nothing of the 
facets and was dteply moved to learn 
that his son had been kidnaped at. Nor- 
folk. 

Theodore Sanders and his companion 
were sharghaied at Norfolk on June 2! 
by Frank Moree, a runner for one of the 
humerous sailor boarding -thouses. On ths 
tramp Diana they were subjected to beat- 
ings and cruel treatment on every hand, 
finally landing in Hamburg without a 
cent to pay for lodgings. They were ‘n- 
formed on being turned adrift that their 
wages hac been paid to Moree at Norfolk. 

In Hamburg young Sanders and his 
companions were arrested for vagrants 
and sent to the work house, finally se- 
curing their release through the United 
States consul, who was notified to re- 
turn them to the United States. 


The fcHowing dispatch from Norfolk | 


tells of their arrivaj there: 
Sanders Describes Murder. 

Norfolk, Va., September 25.—Theodore 
Sanders, a young white man of Atlanta, 
and Paul Jordan, of Norfolk, have ar- 
rived here from Hamburg, being brought 
back to this country by order of the de- 
partment of justice, to testify agains: 
Frank Moree, a sailor boarding house 
runner, under indictment gn _ several 
charges of “‘shanghaing’’ in Norfolk. 
Sanders describes the killing of Reu- 
ben Minyard, a negro, whuv he says 
shipped with them on the Spanish 
steamer Diana from this port June 2). 
He says that Minyard, while the ship 
was in midocean, was lying in an ex- 


} Nausted condition caused by overwoik in 


the fire room. 

According to Sanders the fourth en- 
gineer, second engineer and dunkey en- 
gine man flogged Minyard with a 2-Inch 
knotted rope, from which beating he 
died. A day afterwards, at midnight, 
with a arate bar tied to his body, the 
dead man was thrown overboard. 

Jordan, Sanders and two others, Mose- 
ly and Nelson, saw the procecdings, ahd 
when the ship reached Hamburg they 
were landed without a cent. 

As vagrants they were jaileq and were 
subsequently sent to this country by the 
American consul on order of the de- 
partment of justice. ' 

They were met at Hoboken by Assist- 
ant District Attorney Hugh Gordon Mil 
ler, who is in charge of the crusade be- 
ing waged against shanghaing at this 
port by the government. 

Sanders states that he and the other 
sailors were cruelly mistreated by the 
Officers of the Diana and that the men 
be glad to get to Hamburg with whole

Miss Catherine Ralph, white, regular 
teacher at the Oak Ridge school, absent 
because o1 illness, the pupils of the 
sixth grade revolted And before noon 
the school board had a formidable atrike 
on its hands. 

When the rébellion first became ap- 
parent the janitor, acting on the advice 
of the board, locked in the basement 
the larger boys, but the trouble spread 
and the parents began taking a hand. 

Defiant at first, the board of educa- 
tion realizeq that if a crisis was to be 
averted the negro teacher must be ra- 
moved, and at the afternoon session a 
white woman appeared and the pupils 
returned.

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WAS BLOWN UP 
WITH OYNAMIT 


Paymaster Killed and Satchel 
wih Money Stolen, 


Two Men Suspected of the Crime 
Are Under Arrest, and Others 
Who Took Refuge in Aban- 
doned Mine Are Sur- 
rounded. 


Washington, Pa., September 25.—One of 
the most fiendish and bloodthirsty mur- 
ders and robberies in the history of 
Washington county occurred this after- 
noon on the Middletown road, about 15 
miles from -here. 

Samuel T. Ferguson, of the Ferguson 
Construction Company,‘of Pittsburg, was 
instantly killed, and “his secretary, 
Charles Martin, of Cincinnati, was fatally 
injured. The two men were riding along 
the road in a buggy, carrying $3,600 in 
cash with which to pay off some of their 
men employed on construction work along 
the line of the Wabash railroad, when 


suddenly an explosion of dynamite in the 


roadway literally tore the rig ‘+o pieces, 
killed Ferguson outright and threw Mar- 
tin 200 feet, tearing his left arm al- 
most from the socket. 

It has been learned that two men, 
supposed to be Poles, placed the dyna- 
mite in the road for the purpose of kill- 
ing Paymaster Ferguson, and had ar- 
ranged to explode by means of an elec- 
tric battery. The satchel containing the 
money is missing. 

Two suspects are under arrest in the 
camp of the construction company, near 
the village, but the farmers of the’ séc- 
tion who are scouring the country: for 
traces of the murderers believe they have 
one of them at bay in an dbandoned coal 
mine about a mile and a half northeas 
of West ‘Middletown. ) 

So quickly was everything accomplished 
that the men who,are implicated got 
away with their booty before they could 
be overtaken, although the county au- 
thorities believe that if the right men 
are not those under arrest they will have 
little difficulty in taking them.

SMD TO AAVE WARNED 


Charges Against Z. B. Moon Are 
Much More Serious Than at 
First Thought — Assistant 
City Attorney Prepares 
the Case. 


In the formal charges made against 
Captain Z. B. Moon, of the police de- 
partment, by Chief John W. Ball matters 
of a far more grave and serious aspect 
than have yet been made public have 
come to light. Captain Moon is said 
to have furnished information to a wom- 
an warning her that the police were 
about to prosecute her on the charge of 
keeping a house of questionable char- 
acter. This charge is made in addition 
to the others of circulating a false report 
against the chief of police and with re- 
fusing to obey an order issued to him 
by the chief. 

A letter is in the possession of the chief 
of police, written in a haridwriting, the 
exact counterpart of Captain’ Moon’s, in 
which one Mrs. Lulu Breen was warned 
that detectives were about to prosecute 
her before the grand jury. The letter 
is signed “Your Friend Jones.” There 
was no attempt to disguise thé hand- 
writing and the letter was written on 
the same kind of paper which the capn- 
tain had used in making a report to the 
chief. 

Sericus Investigation Pending. 

The whole affair has assumed a very 


serious nature and the department is on

AGRICULTURE AT DAHLONEGA. 


Special Attention Being Given to 
Course on Practical Farming. 

Dahlonega, Ga., September 25.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Special attention is being given this 
year to the subject of agriculture at 
Dahlonega. 

For the benefit of those young men who 
desire to become better farmers, and who 
feel that they can not take one of the 
regular courges in agriculture, a short 
course has been arranged, beginning the 
first Mcnday in January and closing on 
the second Friday in March. 

Instruction is given by such methods 
as seem best adapted {o fhe subjects 
taught, including lectures, laboratory 
work and study of text books or other 
literature. The work {s placed in practi- 
cal form so far as possible, The aim is lo 
make the methods direct and practical in 
the attempt to give the student a suffi- 
clent knowledge of the subjects for the 
ordipary uses of farm life. The attractive 
features of the farm home and farm life 
are brought out and developed; the great 
possibilities of empioying all of the high- 
est energies and talents in the success- 
ful pursuit of this occupation is shown 
to the ‘students.: 

The tollowing subjects are taken up: 
Blementary agricuiture, fertilizers and 
their uses, sOlis and manures, piant life, 


| vegetabie gardening, plant diseases, farm 


crops, entomology, breeds and breeding 
of jive stock, farm chemistry, tarm equip- 
ment @nd machinery and landscape gar- 
dening. 

‘ine object of the courses in this de- 
partment is to fit young men to manage 
farms or to become workers in experi- 
ment #tationg or in other situations where 
a knowiedge of the sciences in their appii- 
cations tg agriculture is required. 

in order to meet the necessities of all 
young men who desire instruction in 
agriculture, the college offers three dis- 
unct courses: 

Tne four years’ course which leads to 
the degree of bachelor of agriculture is 
designed to give a training that is thor- 
oughly practical as well as scientific in 
agriculture and its various branches. 
The greater portion of the work in agri- 
culture is done in the last two years of 
the course, after a good foundation is 
jaid by the study of the natural sciences. 

The two years’ course is equivalent to 
the first two years of the four years’ 
course, except that in the second year 
additional work in agriculture and hor- 
ticulture is substituted for the English 
and modern lang:iage of the sophomore 
year. Those who complete this course 
will be given certificates.

WASHED ASHORE 


Fishing ‘Steamer Beatrice Is 
Found Wrecked Near 
Caffey’s Inlet. 


Norfolk, Va., September 25.—The 
United States weather bureau tonight re- 
céeiyed information from Captain Brink- 
water, of the Currituck life-saving sta- 
tion, that the stern of a steamer bearing 
the “Beatrice-New York,’ was pounding 
bottom up in the breakers 2% miles south 
of Caffy’s Inlet life-saving station, 

Caffey’s inlet is half way between Cur- 
rituck and Kitty Hawk. The wreckage 
is thought to be frym the fishing steam- 
er Beatrice, which was caught in the 
recent hurricane south of Delaware 
breakwater Wednesday, September 16. 

She carried a crew of thirty-five men 
and was loaded with 400,000 fish. Her 
captain was J. W. Lelland, of Baltimore, 
H. S. Roy was the engineer and Thumas 
E. Latham his assistant. Both of these 
men were from Norfolk. There were two 
other white men in the crew, and tho 
remaining thirty were negroes. 

The Beatrice, in company with her 
sister.ships, the Atlantic and the Swan, 
put out frem Cape Charles Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 15, for Delaware breakwater with 
cargoes of fish. They were overtaken by 
the hurricane and became separated. 

The Swan made the breakwater in safe- 
| ty. two days later, and the Atlantié man- 


aged to battle her way back ito Capey 


Charlies. She igs now in this port betng 
repaired. 

Nothing has been heard of the Beatrice 
since unti] tonight, when the coast wires 
brought the news of her stern washing 
ashore.

The Griffin case drags its weary length 
along. 

One thing, however, remarkable. about 
the trial is the fact that the crowds that 
throng the court room daily, some sitting, 
many standing, never seem to grow 1e3s 
or to fag in interest. ‘ 

The entire day was consumed by che 
defense in examining witnesses. Their 
line of policy has been, not so much to 
make out a case and labor to defend it, 
as to expose what they call the weak and 
untenable case set up by the state. 

They have attempted to do this by in- 
troducing evidence in rebuttal, by im- 


| peaching witnesses, by alleging the !m- 


practicability of much evidence introduced 
by the state and by attempting to prove 
alibis. 
Swore Alibi for Knowles. 
ey have introduced Mrs. Wa 
Knowles, Miss Mollie Knowles, Zack 
nowles and Mrs. Maud Knowles, the 
mother, sister, brother and sister in law 
of Sam Knowles, and Mrs. Griffin, who 
testified that on that fatal night Sam 
was at home when the crime was com- 


mitted. 

They have introduced evidence to show 
that it was physically impossible for Mrs. 
Griffin to have made the first shot 
through the window that took effect ‘!n 
the face of the deceased while standing 
flat-footed on the ground, as the tracks 
just under the window, alleged to have 
been hers, indicated.

On his arrival Mr, Reid was at Once 
driven to the Beasley home, on South 
Newton street, where a scene bordering 
on the tragic Was enacted, J. B. Reid, 
Jr., was in Cavington county, where he 
is engaged in the timber business, and 
was not present. But his sister, Mrs. 
Sallie Reid Beasley, was up at the late 
hour of midnight waiting for the father 
she had not seen since she was 3 years 
old, and could not remember, and who 
she had been taught to believe had Qéen 
mouldering away to dust in Oak Hill 
cemetery at Griffin for twenty years, 

Next morning the son was notified by 
letter as he could mot be reached by 
wire. Even the letter was several days 
reaching him, twat he got to Ozark 
Sunday night last and has been here 
until now. 

Jack Reid Keeps Close. 

Since his arrival here Jack Reid has 
kept himself very close. He came down 
town next day, but that is the only time 
he hds been on the streets, and he re- 
fuses to’ see visitors, especially news- 
peper men, The Constitution corre- 
sponodent went to Mr. Bea:*®ey’s to see 
Jack Reid, but he was at his son’s. Mrs. 
Beasley said her father was in feeble 
health and preferred quiet for the pres- 
ent at least. 

In the course of conversation that fol- 
lowed she said there was ho doubt of the 
identity of her father. 

“Why, said she, “how can he be dead 
when he is alive and here with us?’ 

She further stated that since she has 
grown up her mother has told her of a 
great deal that happened before she was 
large enough to recognize twings, and 
that now her father has repeated to her 
those same stories.

J. B. Reid, Jr’, voligteered a most 
emphati¢ denial of ‘the story recently 
published by ‘Mr. Weir (Sarge Plunkett) 
in The Constitutiogn, He said his fath- 
er was never married to Mr. Weir's 
sister, and qplthowgy Jack Reid knew 
the family well, he never had anything 
to do with them, And never thought of

Herewith I give an extract fron 4 
letter I have just received from her: 

“<‘We left for home on Monday morn- 
ing, starting from Dallas, Tex. - Mr. Reid 
was ill with a cold at the time; and when 
we arrived at Marshall,@fex., at 6 o'clock 
in the evening he was too sick to sit up. 
We went to a hotel and_I ealled in Dr. 
John Pope, who pronounced his case 
pneumonia, 

“ ‘Every day for a week Dr. Pope vis- 
ited him twice a day. The Presbyterian 
minister and his wife and many of the 
best people of eo aa went to the hotel 
and offered us thelr aid and sympathy.

It was men- 
tioned that the verses seemed weak and 
inferior when cOmpared with ‘“‘My Mary- 
land,’’ and other celebrated southern 
poems.

Daughters of the Confederacy take up 
the matter and see that the song is re- 
written in better style.

The, real estate and personalty .returns 
of Atlanta tax payers will probably be 
published both in the newspapers on the 
Cay the returns are made and in pam- 
rhlet form for sale and dissribution after 
all returns have been made.

Councilman Amorous had already sug- 
gested that the newspapers print as ad- 
vertising matter each day such returns 
as are made to the tax assessors, He 
believed that publicity would have a 
wholesome effect.

The proposed departure is borrowed 
from Europe, where, as American tour- 
ists have long had strong reason to 
suspect, the flunkies are in the most 
aggravated instances wholly depend- 
ent on the -traveling public for their 
cash incomes. Indeed, there are ser- 
vants of the ultra caste in England 
and on the continent who actually pay 
“the House” a stipulated -periodical 
sum for the privilege of tip-grafting. 
There are waiters in swell Huropean 


| hostelries and resorts—and in Ameri- 


can, too—whose annual incomes from 


this source exceed the salaries of, 


many finely equipped men in the high’ 
professions. The brazen effrontery of 
these aristocrats of flunkydom, insinu- 
ating but insistent, is something that 
even a tip-frowning J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan cannot afford to withstand, for 
the serving cormorant has a way of 
making a multi-millionaire feel like 
thirty ceniimes, to say nothing of his 
studjed ability to make his victim 
skirmish for something to eat. 

Most positively the whole sycophan- 
tic, beggarly system is to be depre- 
caied and discouraged, and its tenden- 
cy to drag the United States down to 
the base level of “dear old Lunnon” is 
really deplorabie. The reason is self- 
evident to a sclf-respecting American. 
Tip-taking is a mean spirit of mendi- 
cancy unredeemed by the necessities 
of sweet charity, and its beneficiaries 
reduce themselves in the act to the 
most abject and servile condition of 
fiunkyhood. It is the lowest stratum 
of the whole nether world of graft, 
changing the man into the fellow as 
the most menial occupation can never 
change him, and robbing him of the 
last lingering ray cf manhood in heart 
and brain. The practice may be char- 
acterized as a mark of national degen- 
eracy, as the effete countrieseof the 
old world will attest. A proud-spirit- 
ed, liberty-jealous, independent people 
are never a nation of fawning, insolent 
tip-takers, 

On the part of the tip-giver it ‘is 
only to be said that he gives through a 


sense of false pride, to flatter a spirit | 


of social superiority, and because con- 
vention approves the practice. Few 
men of the world can regard the ex- 
pectant tip-seeker as anything but a 
species of social blood-sucker, however 
trifling the pecuniary tribute. They 
pay the petty grafter’s employer well 
for what they receive and are entitled 
to the best, tipless service. 

The American people will not ac- 
cept the wageless plan proposed with- 
a feeling of its un-Americanism and 
a feeling that & is lowering the na- 
tional spirit. What we favor as a self- 


respecting people is fair wages for the | 
class of workers who are inclined to 


expect tips, and for that we are will- 
ing to pay and do pay. The movement 
to abolish wages for tips is deserving 
of outspoken and determined public 
condemnation

Alarm in the Enemy’s Camp. 

There seems to be a “skeered” feel- 
ing creeping over the wiser and more 
calculating republicans of the country. 
The signs of the times are not entirely 
to their liking and they are even frank 
enough to induige publicly in supposi- 
tions that indicate a lack of supreme 
confidence in the outcome of the can- 
paign of 1904. 

The situation in New York city is a 
cause for republican anxiety. Under 
the name of fusion—their only chance 
for success—they are seeking to keep 
the city from polling its usual great 
majority for a democratic ticket. They 
realize that should the democrats win 
Greater New York against the fusion 
combine, the state of New York will 
almost surely go into the democratic 
electoral column next year. That pros- 
pect is not pleasing to President 
Roosevelt or his party. managers. 
They have greater dread of the na- 
tional effects of a Tammany vittory 
in New York city this fall than of any 
other political event on the card. 

Maryland’s condition is also troub- 
ling them. Senator Gorman has pull- 
ed the democracy there into fighting 
and winning shape. The chances are 
all for a democratic victory. 

There is an uneasy feeling as 
to. Massachusetts. Governor Bates, 
whose nomination cannot be avoided, 
is not so popular as before he was 
tried in the gubernatorial] chair. He 
has alienated a host of conservative 
republicans and another large loss of 
voters is prom{fsed because of the 
growing demana of Massachusetts 
manufacturers and workingmen for 
free coal and -free raw materials. 
Massachusetts is debatable ground. 
Socialism is growing there at the ex- 
pense of the republican vote. Should 
the state go democratic in November 
it will make a broad breach in the 
national republican bulwarks. ‘

tiously but clearly intimates that 
Ohio is giving cause for worry,to the 
‘republican managers.

Louisiana men desire to know wheth- 
er, in enforcing the section directing 
general encampments and maneuvers, 
such as are in progress at West Point, 
Ky., and soon to occur at Fort Riley, 
Kans., the white troops will be 
brought to deal officially and on terms 
of equality with colored officers of 
equal rank, 

It is claimed by the southern offi- 
cers that if they are to be subject to 
such contact through finding them- 
selves brigaded and otherwise equally 
associated with northern negro regi- 
ments, or regiments containing negro 
companies with negro officers, such 
conditions would not accord with 
southern ideas and would operate to 


hold the southern militia aloof from. 


the terms of the Dick law. 

Army officials in Washington are of 
the opinion that under the law sueh 
contingencies as the southern officers 
mention might happen. At the same 


j time they are almost unanimously of 


the opinion that they would not occur, 
because the discretion allowed to com- 
manding officers in those cases is 
such, and the disposition in general 
of those officers is such, that disposi- 
tions of the troops engaged could be 
so made as to avoid amicably the 
things the southern officers and troops 
appear to dread. It is pointed out 
that in the army usages now, with 
both white and colored regiments in 
the service, matters are so accommo 
dated that searcely any complaint is 
made by the white officers or enlisted 
men. 

It is well enough, however, that the 
point has been made by the Louisi- 
anans. Southern troops should have 
a clear understanding of their expecta- 
tions from the operations of the law 
before they voluntarily engage to 
serve under it. 


A Right Man in Office. 

In these parlous times of loot and 
official grafting in the postal depart- 
ment of the nation it is refreshing to 
find evidence that all the staff are not 
tarred with the same stick of suspi- 
cion and criminal accusation. 

First Assistant Postmaster General 
Wynne has just repeated the proof 
that he, at least, will not stand for 
any imposition upon the department 
and the people. In the matter of the 
postal order supplies, which are fur- 
nished by contractors, he promptly re- 
jected the first bids because his knowl- 
edge of the printing business con- 


/ vyineed him that the figures demanded 


were exorbitant: The contract is for 


'four years and the total amount is 


large. The second bidding brought 
the figures down to a reasonable leve} 
and General Wynne has closed a con- 
tract that saves the goverhment $51,- 
000 over the first bids and $9,000 from 
the previous contract, making a net 
saving of $60,000 for the people. 

Throughout all the postal troubles 
this. official, standing next to the de- 
partment chief, has stood resolutely 
for full investigation and publicity.

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Handsome Tribute to Erwin. 

A splendid tribute is paid James W. 
Erwin, recently indicted [n connection 
with the postal charges, by The San 
Francisco Call. Since he. left Atlanta fn 
1887 Mr. Erwin has lIfved almost ¢con- 
tinuously on the Pacific coast, serving 
first as postoffice inspector and latterly 
as superintendent of the free delively 
avatem for the division of the Pacific coast 
states. That he has made a fine impres- 
sion as an official and a man !s evidence 
by the newspaper comment upon his in- 
dictment which is all Mghly favorable. 
The case against him comes, {t seems. 
from the fact that he is one of the !n- 
ventors of a postal device which has been 
used by the government. Speaking of his 
case, The Cal] says: 

In their anxiety to justify their employ- 
ment the secret service men engaged in 
investigation of matters tn the general 
postoffice seem to have done a great deal 
of dragnetting without regard to the 


law or the facts as justification. Among 
the victims of this process is Mr. Wrwin, 


and industrious officer of the denartrent. 
zealous in the Aiacharee of his duty, and 
intrusted in Cuba, the Phillippines and 
Hawaii with the most difficult work of 
mail service organization and instaliment. 
In evervthing vut in his hands he has 
shown the most faithful and useful ser- 
vice.

Searcely without exception the devices 
for eprerns and exnediting the mail 
service have been invented bv postal 
employees. The stamping machine. the 
street boxes, the country 
boxes and even the sealed envelope and 
nostagwe stamp were so invented. There 
is no law nor regulation to deprive such 
an inventor of the right to vatent and 
profit by his invention. It is nowhere 
denied that the coliection indicator device 
is useful and necessary. But the secret 
scrvice men find that, tn their judgment. 
its price is too high: An Inventor. how- 
aver. ix entitled to a royalty on his patent 
in addition to the cost of manufactur- 
ing the article. This seems not to have 
been taken into consideration by the se- 
cret servico men. If évery man is guilty 
of conspiracy who does not disclose to 
the government the cost of producing 
what it buys of him, the courts will 
have little else to do for some years ex- 
cept try conspiracy cases. 

As stated, the case against Mr. Erwin 
is that he introduced the patentee of the 
indicator device to Machen. Now it is 
quite possible that Machen exacted a 
‘fee for considering the matter. If all 
that is revealed about him by Mr. Bris- 
tow is true, this is probably the case, 
since such conduct would be in line with 
his alleged course in other matters. But 
if all the gentlemen who introduced oth- 
ers to him seeking business relations , 
with the department are indicted for con- 
spiracy, Mr. Erwin will find himself one 
of a great and rather respectable com- 

ny.

The Georgia Woman's Press Club was 
organized in 1889. having ever since held 
yearly conventions in the month of June. 
where papers relating to state and home 
are read. Discussion on practical topics 
of help to journalism are held. 

Only professiona] journalists are éligt- 
ble to membership. The club at pres- 
ent consists of twenty-five members, 
‘among whom are the most prominent 
newspaper women of the state. 

The Georgia Press Club, from which 
Sprang the Tennessee Woman’s Press 
Club, is affiliated with the State Feder- 
ation of Women's Clubs, the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs and the 
International Press League. The asso- 
ciation is at present working and urging 
through the various papers and maga- 
zines for which its members write, the 
4 adoption of a child labor law in Georgia, 
this being its most conspicuous organ- 
ized work. 

The club supports a scholarship in the 
State Normal school at Athens for the 
descendants of pen women.

General Manager Park Woodward, of 
Water Works Department, Ex- 
plains Reason for Action 
of Board in Ordering 
Six-Inch Mains. 


“The insurance companies are only look- 
ing as usual for another chance to in- 
crease ineurance rates in Atlanta,’”’ de- 
elared Colone} Park Woodward, genera! 
manager of the water works system yes- | 
terday afternoon, in speaking of the state- 
ment that the underwriters feared an- 
other increase in insurance rates because 
of the new six-inch mains that are to 
be laid im the residence sections of At- 
lanta. 

Neither General Manager Woodward 
nor other officials of the water works. de- 
partment are at all pleased with the 
statements that have been made both in 
The Constitution and upon the streets re- 
garding the new pipe. 

“The insurance men,’ declared Colonel 
Woodward, “are not running the water 
department of Atlanta. The water board 
and its officers are in charge of the sys- 
tem and we must be allowed to operate 
it @s we think best. 

a “To begin with our water works system 
is what is known as the direct pressure 
System. Because I know that the in- 
suTance Men and few others understand 
what that means I am going to explain 
tt. The direct pressure system is the 
direct counterpart of that greatest of all 
Systems for conveying fluids, namely the 
system of arteries, veins and capillaries 
in the human body. The system in the 
human body was designed by the Al- 
mighty Himself. ‘The Atlanta water 
Works system is copied after it. Our 
pump at the Hemphill station corresponds 
to the human heart. The faster the blood 
runs in the human system the faster the 
heart pumps; the faster the water runs 
through our mains the faster our pump 
works. The thirty-inch main that runs 
from the Hemphill station across the city 
is the aorta of our water system. From 
it go the larger veins and from them the 
smaller veins until the diminutive capil- 
laries are reached. In the human body 
the capillaries carry the blood of life to 
the cuticle. In the Atlanta water works 
syStem the six-inch mains carry the 
water into the sections of smal! residences 
and into the sections of few residences. 

Would Decrease the Pressure. 

“All of these six-inch maing are sup- 
plied by larger mains, some of them 
eight, some ten, some twelve, sixteen, 
twenty and thirty inches in diameter. If 
we put a ten or twelve-inch pipe on the 
end of an eight-inch pipe the eight-inch 
main would not supply the larger one. 
A six-inch pipe on the end of an eight or 
ten-inch main is kept ful) of water all 
7 the time. 

“Arother. feature of these six-inch 
mains is that they are nearly all only a 
few blocks in length. In many places 
they are simply cross sections and make 
up the gridiron of the system. If we 
put a ten-inch main between two eight- 
inch mains we would have a ten- inch 
main full of dead water. 

“The center of the city would be with- 
out as much fire pressure as it now en- 
joys if we put larger mains in tue resi- 
dence sections where they are not needed, 
unless we increased the size of our cen- 
tral mains. As it is now the center of 
Atlanta is amply protected from fire. 

“Atianta has more and larger mains in 
her business section than any city of 
this size in the United States. 

“} would like to know by what process 
of reasoning any one reaches the con- 
clusion that the placing of six-inch mains 
on streets that have in the past been 
without fire protection of any kind ex- 
cept such as came from distant mains is 
going to increase danger from fire in At- 
lanta. If the argument is that the mains 
take water away from the center of the 
city why then® contend for eight-inch 
mains which would take away nearly 
twice as much water. 

“The truth is that the insurance com- 
panies are only looking as usua) for an- 
other chance to increase insurance rates 
in Atlanta. Why directly after we had 
spent $200,000 for new water mains and 
laid a thirty-inch main through the busi- 
ness section for fire protection, didn’t 
the insurance companies raise rates in 
Atlanta? Of course they will increase 
again now if they find the semblance of 
an excuse. It is simply foolish, however, 
to talk of increasing insurance rates in 
Atlanta because the water board is ex- 
tending the system of mains and giving 
water to sections of the city that have 
never before had fire protection, 

“Before these people undertake to criti- 
cise the water board or tell us how to 
operate the system it would be well for 
them to learn something of the water 
works system of Atlanta and of the work 
we are doing.”’

Attorney for Atlantic Coast Line De- 
clares That Particular Classes 
of Property Are Underval- 
ued for Taxation While 
Others Are Not. 


_— 
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Not property generally, but particu- 
lar classes of property, have been under- 
valued for taxation purposes in Georgia, 
and when one owner of such- kind of 
‘property is made to pay more taxes than 
others in the same position, it is a dis- 
crimination that violates ihe constitu- 
tion, says Fleming duBignon in explana- 
tion of an interview with him which re- 
cently appeared in The Constitution. 

This statement was made in a card 
received at Thé Constitution office yes- 
terday, the card being a reply to the 
interview with Attcrney General 
which was printed in yé¢sterday’s issue 
of this paper. The card ‘ts as follows: 

Mr. duBignon’s Card. 

“Editor Constitution: I wish to say in 
reply to the interview 6f Attorney Gen- 
eral Hart, which appeared in today’s Is- 
sue of your paper, that I did mot take 
the position before the arbitrators in the 
matter of the Atlantic Coast Line arg 
tration that the award of the arbitrato 
should only be 70 per cent of the value 
of the railroad company’s properties, Be- 
cause some of the people Along the line 
of that road only paid taxes upon 60 or 
70 per cent of the true value of their 
property. It was never contended.that 
sporadic instances of undervaluations for 
taxation was a ‘scrimination within the 
meaning of the law; but where the prop- 
erty of a certain class of taxpayers is 
habitually returned for taxation at a 
certain percentage of its true value and 
@n asgessment upon the property of oth- 
ers is made at a greater percentage, it is 
a clear and effective discrimination 
against which the courts will interpose. 

“What I actually did was to submit, 
without objection, the sworn statements 
of tax receivers, tax collectors, ordina- 
ries, sheriffs and real estate agents to 
the effect that in their respective coun- 
ties property was returned habitually at 
from 650 to 70 per cent of its market 
value, and that they knew for what 
purpcse this sworn statement was made. 
There was no denial of the truth of these 
Statements although the  con:ptroller 
general was present during the arbitra- 
tion und could have easily contradicted 
them if they had not been true. What 
vas thus shown to be true in one section 
of the state is equally true of every 
section, and it is idle to quibble over it. 

“If I correctly understood the position 
of the attorney general before the board, 
and if I read aright his interview, it 
amounts to saying that because property 
is returned for tages under oath and 
this cath declares that the value placed 
cn the property returned is its true 
market value, that a presumption arises 
that the affidavit is true and that no 
rratter what the evidence may be upon 
thé point that the yresumption must 
prevail and must contfol .the action of 
the arbitrators. I can only say that if 
such is the case this presumption ig the 
onfy one know to the law which is so 
sacred as not to yield to evidence and to 
render the disregard of the taxpayer's 
cath not only legal, but moral. 

“T said, and I repeat, that not $800,000 
worth of property, but nearer a million 
dollars’ worth of property was today 
escaping taxation in Georgia, mainly 
throvgh undervaluation, and that any in- 
Gividual taxpayer in the state who is re- 
qtired to return his property at its true 
market value, if there be such, can as 
effectually as a railroad company en- 
join the colection of a greater percent- 
age of its value than that at wnich the 
rroperty of others is habitually returned 
for taxation. It would unnecessarily 
burden your columns to cite authorities 
in support of this position. Suffice it to 
give the language of cne of our highest 
courts in passing upon this precise issue. 
Under the constitution of this state de- 
claring that all property shall be taxed 
‘according to its true value so that taxes 
may be equal and uniform throughout 
the state,’ 
that it is the habitual practice in various 
counties of the state te return for taxes 
real property at not exceeding 75 per cent 
of its true value, an assessment upon the 
yproperty of a railroad company at its 
true value violates the uniformity of 
taxation requtfed by the constitution and 
will be enjoined. 

"It never occurred to me that the views 
expressed on this tubject would be pop- 
tlar. I spoke only from the standpoint 
of law and justice. I reiterate that’ in 
order to legally discriminate against the 
property of railroads, or of any other 
person, natural or artificial, in this state, 
Lit will be necessay to change the consti- 
tution and to upset the decisions cf all 
the courts which have passed upon the 
question. 

‘Tt ig most unfortunate for the best 
interests of this stite and for its future 
development that those high in authority 
under its government should be quoting 
the cm stitution and contending that cor- 
porate interests engaged in its develup 
ment can be eer, Seale to pay taxes 
at the rate of cents in the dollar 
when it ig admittedly true that prop- 
erty generally in the state is taxed only

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[FRAUD CHARGED 


VARY IN CLASSES} 


BY COCA-COLA CO, 


Sues Benjamin-Ozburn Com- 
pany For $10,000 Al- 
leged Damages. 


An injunction suit which is likely to 
attract considerable attention, and in 
which some serious charges are made, 
was filed in Judge Lumpkin's eourt by 
the Ceca-Cola Company against the 
Benjamin-Osburn Company yesterday: 

Besides asking for a temporary in- 
junction, which was granted by Judge 
Lumpkin, the Ceea-Cola Company sues 
the Benjamin-Ozburn Cempany for al- 
leged damages to the amount ef $10,000. 

It 1s charged in the petition, which is 
a lengthy document, that the Bénjamin- 
Ozburn Company has fraudulently ap- 
propriateg the namie of the Ceca-Cola 
Company and is selling a mrup to the 
soda fountains in and around Atlanta 
which is similar in appearance to the 

sirup dispensed by the genuine Coca- 
Cola Company. 

The plaintiff company alleges in the 
petition that the object of the defendant 
company is to undersell and seriously 
injure a business which has in fifteen 
years| built up a trade to an amount 
eonsiderably in excess of $500,000 an- 
nually: It is asserted that more than 
500,000 gallons of this beverage is dis- 
pensed every year. 

The charge is made in the petition 
that the Benjamin-Ozburn Company has 
within the past few months sold 1,000 
gallong of the aHeged spurious sirup, 
and that the company is actively en- 
gaged in a plan to entirely substitute 
~ alleged spurious sfrup for the gen- 
uine. 

The ‘plaintiff seeks to recover $10,000 
general, punitive and exemplary, dam- 
ages. 

Judge Lumpkin. signed an order tem- 
porarily restraining the Benjamin- 
Ozburn Company from using the name 
of the Coca-Cola Company and from 
Selling any sirup similar to the sirup 
of the plaintiff company, and setting Oc- 
teber 3 as the date for the hearing of 
the case. At this time it will be de- 
cided whether or not a permanent in- 
junction will be granted against the 
Benjamin-Ozburn Company.

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POSTAL COMPANY ASSESSED. 


Comptroller General Doubles Tangi- 
ble Property Return and Quad- 
ruples Franchise Return. 

The property of the Postal Telegraph 
and Cable Company was yeaterday as- 
sessed by Comptroller Genera] W. A. 
Wright. This assessment more than dou- 
bles the valuation of thé tangible prop- 
erty as fixed by the company’s return 
and is just about fifty times as much 

as the return of the franchise. 

The return of this company was made 
during the last days of July and has 
been on file with the comptroller since 
then, The valuation on the tangible 
property as fixed in the return was $98,- 
087 and on the franchise $2,797. The 
comptroller general was not satisfied 
with this and set about making an in- 
vestigation of the business and a@wWn¢s 
of the company. 

Several times, he said, he asked for in- 
formation from the representatives of 
the company, which they did not fur 
nish, and in the end he was compelled 


to base his assessment on What out- 
side information he could secure, making 
the assessment fifty-nine days after the 
return was filed with him. The law 
allows him sixty days in which to 4as- 
sess property. 

In the comptroller’s assessment he val- 
ues the tangible property at $194,955 
and the franchise at $!10,635. Imme- 
diately after making up this assessment 
the representatives of the company were 
notified, but as yet the comptroller has 
received no notices of the company’s 
opinion of the assessment.

Comptroller Wright Takes Issue with 
Statements in School 
Books. 

(More stuff offensive to southerners has 
been found by Comptroller General W. 
A. Wright in the school books submit- 
ted to the state text-book commissfon. 
Yesterday the comptroller general 
read the primary and school histories 
written by Charles Morris and publish- 
ed by the J. B. Lippincott Company, 
In the first named of 
these he found the following passage: 
‘THE SLAVERY TROUBLE.—Well, 
at one time all the black people in 
this country were not free as they are 
now, but belonged to masters. who paid 
for them and for whom they had to 
work. Their masters had a right to sell 
them if they wished, But there came 
a time when the people of the north 
Set their slaves free. At a later time 
many péople said that the southern mas- 
ters ought to do the same thing, ‘but not 
many of them were willing to do so. for 
that. would have made most of them 

poor.’”’ 

In the schoo] history, which is for use 
by much older children, the civil war 
is referred to ag ‘‘the rebellion.’’ This 
is the passage in full: 

“The president did not wait for the 
public demand, The morning the news 
of the fall of Sumter reached him he 
saw clearly that war could not be avoid- 
ed, and on April !5 he issued a procla- 
mation for 75,000 troops to serve three 
months. Few people then foresaw the 
magnitude of the coming war and it. was 
thought that a strong show of force 
and energy would quietly bring the re- 
bellion to an end.”’

OF OUR GOLD 


Treasurer of United States 
Delivers Address to the 
Bankers. 


Washington, September 25.—Hilis H. 
Roberts, the treasurer of the United 
States, who is attending a joint conven- 
tion of the Maryland and the District of 
Columbia Bankers’ Association, which is 
holding on board a steam boat on the 
Potomac river, tonight delivered the foi- 
lowing address: 

“Current financial discussion deals, in 


much the larger part, with national bank | - 


notes, They constitute’ less ‘than one- 
sixth of our stock of: money, $418,587,075, 
out of $2,708,693, 663, and no ‘legislation 
can change that ‘ratio very materially. 
Gold, on the other, hand, furnishes $1,267,; 
733,949, or hard on to one-half. of our 
stock, and it grew nearly $12, 000,000 last 
month. 

“Let me be content to stand.on:the rock 
bottem of gold. Of $2.388.902,178 money 
in circulation, gold, fn coin and certifi- 
cates, is $,014,530,078; bank ‘rrotes are 
just, less than’ $400,000,000. And again, 
look, at. the. treasury holdings. e gold | 
there is today, the largest sum ever. Te 
corded, $653,000,000: Our treasury holds 
three and nine-tenths times the ameunt 
of gold belonging to the Bank of Eng- 
land,. which is $f66,856,000; if is more 
than three and eight-tenths times that of 
the Imperial German = bank, ch is 
$170,371,000, or very néarly three’ times 
that of the ‘Austra-Hungarian bank, 
which. is $22!1,404,000; it lacks only 
$8,000,000 of being equal fo that of both 
banks of England and of France, which 
latter holds $494,506,000, and it exceeds 
the amount of Russia, Germany, Belgium 
and the Netherlands combined. 

‘This is not the whole case. These for- 
eign treasuries are pracfically the sole 
basis of the finances of the respective na- 
tions. On the hofdings of the Bank of 
England rests the credit, public and pri- 
vate, cf the British empire. With us, be- 
sides the gold In the national treasury, 
the banks, national and otfier, own $322,- 
408,57! and this is more than any central 
institution holds, save those of France 
and Russifa. 

“More vital yet is the growth of the 
official treasury of the several countries. 
In five years the Bank of France has 
gained $127,640,000, and Austro-Hup- 
gary $79,120,000. In the same period the 
Imperial German bank has lost $38,63838,- 
000, the Bank of England $2,265,000, and 
Russia $132,240.000. Good fortune has 
added to the gold in the treasury vaults 
of the United States from the close ¢f 
August, 1898, to the first day of the cur- 
rent month, $393,980,295, or very nearly 
$80,000,000 a year on the average. 

“Let us get a little to the bank vauits 
and to the pockets of the people. The 
gold, coin and certificates, in circulation 
September !, 1898, was $666,!166,!65, 
which was 27 per cent of the total. By 
the first of the present month this factor 
had becomé $1!,014,531,078, 42 per cent of 
the whole. Here in the gold currency of 
the jJand is a gain of $348,364,910, within 
five years. This fs the serength of Sur 
circulating medirm, and the crown as w®ll 
as the corner stone of.our financial sys- 
tem. 

“Certain timid souls look, vpon/our real 
money as a Samson, whose iocks at some 
time may be shorn by a Philistine Deii- 
lah, and its strength clipped away. 
this Delilah takes the form of a rush io 
the treasury of the United States. Again 
she appears in the garb of a secretary 
of the treasury using silver for offictal 
payments, and, finally. she hecomes con- 
grets indulging in wild legislation. I? 
mathematics is good for anything, it 
proves that greenbacks carnot be pro- 
cured in volume enough to be more than 
a sprav*’beating on Gibraitar. Every secr?- 
tary will find that silver is less within. 
his controlifor actual use than gold. He 
cannot make silver current for large pay- 
mnets. As for congress, its pows7r 
‘s vast; but with an inflow of $80,000,- 
000 a year of gold tnto the tTeasury, «0 
act of legislation can stag the majestic 
force. 

“But—and there {is a but—credit is based 
upon eur gold and it fs possible to inflate 
and exploit it to a dangerous degree. Re- 
cent chronicles are not without fllustra- 
tions. This process of attenuation and its 
rapidity and extent, present the réal 
problem of the situation. Wisdom cries 
aloud and will be heard sooner or later, 
and better soon than lafe, that it ts not 
safe fo pile credit so mountain high that 
ffying machines will be needed to operate 
in its thin atmosphere. In the meanwhile, 
and I believe for the long time, the na- 
tion’s prosperity rests on a steadfast 
foundation.”’

TAKEN FROM HIM| 


Gross Cruelties Charged to 
Dills in Peonage 
Case. 


Birmingham, <Ala., September 25.—In 
the cases of Aaron and Archie Diil, on 
trial before United States Commissioner 
Birch, the prosecution introduced evi- 
dence which they say will show this to 
be one of the most flagrant instances 
of peonage yet brought to the attention 
of the federal authorities. 

Charley Hudson, a negro, is alleged to 


have been held an involuntary prigoner | 


and horribly treated by his captors. 
The testimony this morning tended to 
show that Hudson had been stopped on 
the public road near the Dill place, in 
Lamar county, some time ago, and 
forced to work on the farm of Miyemall 
Dill, chiefly cutting railroad ties; that 
at night he. was placed in a cotton house 
without windows and only one door, and 
that, when he escaped, Marshall Dill, 
aided by a negro, Bob Stevenson, pur- 


sued and caught him, and after tying | 


him up to a tree whipped him with a 
stick until the blood came in a stream. 
Also that he was paid nothing for his 
services, and that his clothes and a Ht- 
tle over $10 was confiscated by Marshall

Track at:Memphis Said To Be the 
Best in the Country—List of 
Records Made at Memphis 
in 1901 and 1902 
Is Given. 


Memphis, Tenn., September 25.—(Spe- 
clal.)}—Lou Dillon, the queen of trotters, 
will not start again until October 2}, at 
Memphis, Tenn. If she can beat two 
minutes this year she must have the 
advantage of a perfect track, and the 
history of the only two race meetings 
given over the Memphis course would 
indicate that it Is the one place on the 
map where the conditions are most like- 
ly to be such as would enable the queen 
to lower her record. 

Horsemen familiar -with the Memphis 
course say that the shape of the turns, 


as well as the quality of the footing, has 
much to do with its superiority, and in 
this connection it will be interesting to 
note that the Memphis track is identical 
in shape with the Readville course, over 
which Lou trotted her famous two- 
minute heat, both having been laid out 
by Seth Griffin. 

The top soil of the Memphis track 
is a peculiar kind of clay which does not 
contain an atom of sand or gravel. It 
requires more water and more work 
to put it in order than any other track, 
but once in shape it comes nea&rer be 
ing a strip of rubber than anything 
else. Owing to perfect facilities for 
watering it the Memphis track can be 
flooded in a short time, and during the 
recent spell of dry weather it frequently 
took 125,000 gallons of water a day to 
keep it in order. Last year Uncle Seth 
Griffin used from ten to fifteen mules 
on the track at all times when racing 
was not actually in progress, and the 
same plan will “be followed this year 
with the hopes of giving Lou Dillon 
5,280 feet of 1:59 footing. 

Lady Lou showed everybody last fall 
that she liked the Memphis track !m- 
mensely, as she worked a last half of a 
mile, in 2:08, in 1:01 over it in com- 
pany with The Abbot and Prince Alert, 
and if her nearest rival, the great Ma- 
jor Delmar, should chance to like the 
Memphis track as well as he did last 
year the queen will certainly have to 
do something in the way of a 1:59 
stunt to keep out of the Majors way. 
especially since his 2:00 record today. 
It will be remembered that Delmar was 
never able to beat 2:08 during his last 
year’s campaign until he struck Mem- 
phis, where he reeled off a mile _ in 
2:05 1-4 on the bit. The Major’s case, 
however, is simply one of many and 
a glance at the following list of world’s 
records made at Memphis in !I90! and 
1902 is enough to give any one contem- 
plating a visit to the great Memphis 
meetings visions of a mile. by a trotting 
horse in less than two mintes:

“IN MISSISSIPPI 


Mills and Brickyards Losing 
Money For Lack of 
Hands. 


A 


Jackson, Miss., September 25.—(Specia’.) : 


The labor problem, which has been a very 
live issue in Jackson for some time, has. 
with the opening of the oil’ mills and other 
manufaeturing plants for the season as- 
sumed an acute stage. : 

Very few of the manufacturing estab- 
lishments are now able to retain their full 
quota of hands, and some of them are 
finding it exceedingly difficult to get suf- 
ficient labor to keep up with the orders 
for their output. The brick yards, for in- 
stance, because of great activity in build- 


ing in the city, find the greatest kind of 
difficulty in supplying the demand for 
brick, simply because of the trouble ex- 
perienced in securing and keeping hands. 

Indeed, so serious has the matter become 
that the city council has been appealed 
to for help. The idea is to have the count- 
cil order a rigid inforcement of the va- 
grancy law, and in this manner force the 
idle and loafing population to seek work. 
It is understood that the council is most 
favorably disposed in the matter, and it 
may be taken for certain that at its next 
meting the police will get stringent or- 
ders to see that a!l loafers are provided 
with work, or given orders to move on. 

The farmers also are complaining °f 
lack of labor. This is an old story, but 
is more keenly felt as the cotton fields 
grow whiter and whiter. With the present 
prices prevailing the general desire among 
farmers is to get their cotton to market 
as soon as possible. and therefore the de- 
sire for pickers is great. 

State To Drop Leases. 

At a special session of the penitentiary 
board of control the matter of again ieaa- 
ing farms cultivated by the state last 
year was taken up and discussed with the 
result that a A4ecision was reached that fn 
view of the fact that much of the new 
farm lately bought by the board had 
been cleared it was now expeélent to dro 
come of the lands leased by the state and 
rescue the acreage. The following places 
were leases: Weathersby place,;.700 acres, 
at $6 per acre; 700 acres of the Cutrer 
place on shares; 700 acres of the Watson 
place on shares; the Sandy bayou place, 
1.009 acres, on shares. The board ordered 
the release of Lee Askew, 2 negro con- 
vict from Leflore county. 

George Myers Made Clerk. 

The vacancy ir the clerkship of the su- 
preme court, made by the recent death of 
E. W. Brown, has been filled by the gov- 
ernor by the appointment of Hon. George 
C. Myers, of Holly Springs. The appoint- 
ment only holds good until the middle of 
January, when the present term expires 
and an official elected in the November 
election will assume the. position for a 
fou- years term, Mr. Myers is also 2 
candidate for the full term. He made the 
race for the democratic nomination to the 
place in the recent primary, but was de- 
feated by Mr. Brown.

ARMY WORM IN MISSISSIPPI 


Planters of North Mississippi-Lou- 
isiana Delta Suffering from Rav- 
ages of Pest—Vicksburg 
Druggists Selling Tons 
of Paris Green. 


Vicksburg, Miss., September 25.—(Spe- 
clal..—During the past ten days it has 
developed here that the planters of the 
north Mississippi and Louisiana delta 
country have been acute sufferers from 
the cotton worm, or, what is more prop- 
erly termed the army worms, that are 
now playing hayoc in the crops of many 
of the largest planters in the country 
mentioned. 

The worms are scattered about promis- 
cuously, and unless there {!s a better 
outlook soon many of the planters do 
not hold out the hope for even a one- 
third average crop for the season. 

Dr. B. G. Kiger, a prominent planter of 
Buena Vista, one of the largest planters 
in the delta, and a recent candidate for 
lieutenant governor, in an interview with 
The Constitution correspondent, said that 
he was confident that.in the 
of the delta the worms are doing great 
damage. 

“The first stage. or young’ green 
worms,’’ said the doctor, “‘are not very 
harmful, and, in many places, these are 
all that have put in an appearance so 
far, but in many places where, I have 
been told, the second, stage, the large 
green worm, and also the fully de- 
veloped worm, are . known (to be, 
the e«rops will be obliterated almost 
where these are found. 

“I know that on my places I will make 
about one-third of a crop, and if the 
cool nights continue I have but Iittle 
hope for this much.” 

Dr Kiger is but one of many whe 
have come to the city with the tale of 
hard luck from the Wworme.
